- A 
U.S. Nav y sp y p lane with a 
crew of 31 was lost ov er the sea 
of Jap an today and North Korea 
ju bilantly claim ed to hav e shot 
it down. President Nix on was 
awak ened early to hear the bad 
news. 


A broadcast 
by the North 
Korean Commu nist radio said 
the p lane was downed at 1:50 
p .m. Korean tim e, after “infil­ 
trating deep into the airsp ace of 
the 
rep u blic.” 
The 
Pentagon 
said the p lane w7as missing and 
a massiv e search was u nder 
way . 
Shortly after 11 a.m. EST, the 
Pentagon 
said, 
“we hav e 
no 
information at this time which 
confirms the sighting of any 
su rv iv ors.” 
The statem ent said the crew 
of the p lane consisted of 30 
Nav y men 
and one 
Marine. 
Their 
identities 
were 
not 
immediately disclosed. 
Reconnaissance 
The p lane was identified by 
the Defense Dep artm ent as an 
EC121. 
It 
is 
a 
fou r-engine, 
p rop eller driv en craft bu ilt for 
sop histicated 
intelligence-gath­ 
ering. It carries six tons of 
electronic 
eq u ip m ent 
and 
re ­ 
q u ires a big crew to op erate it. 
The North Korean broadcast, 
monitored in Tok y o, said the 
p lane 
was 
downed 
“ with 
a 
single shot at high altitu de.” 
There was 
initial 
sp ecu lation 
that a missile was u sed, bu t a 
Pentagon sp ok esm an later said 
the craft was 9 0 miles ou t to 
sea when last heard from. That 
is ou t of range of grou nd-to-air 
missiles. 
While the Commu nists did not 
ex p lain the “ single shot” claim, 
they hav e Sov iet-bu ilt M1G21 


jets carry ing 30-millimeter can­ 
non. 


The MIG21s hav e two cannons 
each, firing shells more than an 
inch in diameter. One shot—or 
bu rst—from 
a 
single 
p lane’s 
cannon 
cou ld 
hav e 
brou ght 
down the U.S. p lane. 
The Pentagon said a large 
grou p of p lanes and ship s were 
concentrating a search for the 
p lane and its crew in an area 9 5 
miles sou theast of Ch’oongjin. a 
North Korean seap ort not far 
from the borders of Red China 
and Ru ssia. 


The U.S. Embassy in Moscow 
p assed 
on a 
req u est 
to the 
Sov iets to help search for the 
p lane. 
Vladiv ostok ,

Christian v o catio n seminars w h i c h the Episco pal 
Churchmen o f the Chicag o Dio cese hav e been wo rking 
o n fo r three y ears came to Dix o n Mo nday nig ht with 
Bisho p James Mo ntg o mery . 
The seminars g rew o ut o f an awareness fo r the need 
to dev elo p the idea o f what the Christian implicatio ns o f 
o ne’s daily wo rk are, the Rev . Mr. Mo ntg o mery to ld 
abo ut 20 men representing the area o f ag ribusiness. 
He further ex plained the church felt the need o f co n­ 
ducting seminars questio ning mo ral dilemmas o f a per­ 
so n’s daily life, because o f the g reat tendency to co m­ 
partmentalize the sacred and the secular. 
Bishop M ontgomery observ ed 
sep arating secu lar and sacred 
diminishes the effect Christian 
commitments can hav e to set 
a standard of ethics and morali­ 
ty for the areas of a Christian 
p erson’s work v ocation. 


The Ep iscop al cleric adv ised 
it does Monday no good to leav e 
Su nday ’s religion in the chu rch, 
“ the holy of Su nday needs to 
be tak en into the daily work 
of Christians.” 
Morton Nace, 
an Ep iscop al 
lay m an from Chicago, said the 
sem inar is designed to u rge 
men to think of any work as 
a 
Christian v ocation as they 
contemp late that work is anoth­ 
e r asp ect of life throu gh which 
to carry ou t the Christian com­ 
m itment. 
The ev ening w as a sem inar 
and not a lectu re so most of 
the time was sp ent in informal 
conv ersation 
between 
Bishop 
Montgomery and the lay men at­ 
tending, with the bishop mostly 
Listening. 
A 
su m m ary 
of 
comments 
coming from the lay men wou ld 
indicate 
they 
w ere 
too con­ 
cerned abou t w hat is going on 
abou t them to talk mu ch abou t 
agricu ltu re and allied indu stries 
in the light of Christian ethics. 
They were alm ost totally con- 
(timed with questio ns, o pinio ns 


and adm itted confu sion abou t 
idealism and the Vietnam war; 
the draft; effect colleges hav e 
on y ou ng p eop le; u nrest on col­ 
lege camp u ses; why the news 
m edias, 
esp ecially 
telev ision 
and 
newsp ap ers 
in 
metrop oli­ 
tan areas, p lay u p the activ ities 
of those who misbehav e and do 
not p u blicize the good others 
are doing. 
In fact, they talk ed abou t lik e 
any one else who is 
afflicted 
with w hat is generally called 
the one- or two-generation gap . 
It did seem to this rep orter 
that 
hearing themselv es 
talk 
wras sort of a catharsis and af­ 
ter getting 
some things 
ou t of 
their 
sy stems, 
one 
sometimes 
heard a statem ent which had 
m oral imp lications relating to 
the sp eak er’s area of daily ac­ 
tiv ity . 
Howev er, it seemed the p roc­ 
ess had to be rep eated ov er and 
ov er. 
It wou ld seem p redictable, if

At its height the assembly 
was attended by abou t 10,000 
p ersons bu t by the final v ote 
that nu m ber had dwindled to 
abou t half.

Gas Tax Hike 


SPRINGFIELD (UPI) - Gov . 
Richard B. Ogilv ie today rec­ 
ommended the legislatu re adop t 
the 
Highway 
Stu dy 
Commis­ 
sion's road p rop osals calling for 
a 2.5-cent increase in gasoline 
tax es p er gallon. 
The 
gov ernor 
also 
recom ­ 
mended an increase of 3.5 cents 
p er gallon “ sp ecial fu els” su ch 
as diesel fu el and k erosene. 
Illinois cu rrently has a 6 -cent 
p er gallon state tax on gaso­ 
line. 
The gov ernor a l s o recom ­ 
mended the legislatu re im p le­ 
m ent 
other 
recommendations 
calling for an increase in au to 
registration fees, and “ highway 
related ex cise tax es on tires 
tu bes, tread ru bber, batteries 
and anti-freeze.” 
“ These p rop osals will p rov ide 
$210 million in additional rev e 
nu e in the coming y ear,” Ogil 
v ie said. 
The commission recommended 
a 10-cent p er p ou nd tax on in­ 
ner tu bes and 5-cents p er p ou nd 
on tread ru bber; a 10-cent p er 
q u art tax on anti-freeze and a 
$1 tax on batteries. 
In a sp ecial m essage to the 
legislatu re, the gov ernor called 
the commission’s recom m enda­ 
tion “ a comp rehensiv e and in­ 
tegrated p lan that will retu rn 
the Illinois highway sy stem to 
adeq u acy . 
“It 
is 
ambitiou s 
a nd 
far 
reaching. If it is adop ted, we 
will be able to attack deficien­ 
cies in the total sy stem. Ev en 
u nder the p rogram, howev er, we 
shall not dev elop a tru ly ex cel­ 
lent highway sy stem u ntil 19 9 0,” 
he said.

Damage to Minot alone was 
estim ated at $3.1 million after a 
17 -foot crest sent the Sou ris 
sp illing into the city of 35, 
p op u lation. An ex p ected 22-foot 
crest cou ld force ev en more 
ev acu ations.

N.D., 
conditions 
were comp licated by an inv a­ 
sion of rats forced from their 
lowland lairs. 
Fargo high school stu dents 
were dismissed from classes to 
help bolster the dik es as flood 
w aters cov ered the city 's low 
areas. 
North Dak ota Gov . William L. 
Gu y made a third p lea to Presi­ 
dent Nix on to declare his state a 
disaster area. 
“ Destru ction in m any commu ­ 
nities is greater than any in his­ 
tory ,” Gu y said after tou ring 
flooded sections. 
Abou t 300 tons of rock s and

of the $4 billion in redu ctions he 
is claiming come ou t of defense 
and m ilitary iaid p rogram s and 
scaled down legislation to in­ 
crease Social Secu rity benefits. 
The cu t in p lanned m ilitary 
sp ending, p u t at $1.1 billion, was 
attribu ted largely to “lower con­ 
sumptio n o f ammu nition in Viet« 


nam,” a cu tback of the antibal 
listie missile p rogram p rop osed 
by form er President Ly ndon B. 
Johnson and “modification” of 
p u rchases of short-range attack 
missiles. 
Social Secu rity 
Another $1 billion of the re­ 
du ctions was attribu ted to whit­ 
tling dowrn another Johnson p lan 
—nev er transm itted to Congress 
bu t inclu ded in his 
Janu ary 
bu dget—to increase Social Secu ­ 
rity benefits. 
Nix on called for a 7 p er cent 
increase in those benefits and

On .¡an. 23. 1969. a Clucago newspaper q uoted 
from a report made by an inv estigator working 
undercov er in th e so-called student mov ement. 
“Harv ard: Th e issue h ere will bp th e ROTC” tlx » 
report stated. “ I would estimate th ere aTe about 
?00 students wh o are w illing to engage in destruc­ 
tion in th e face of police action. Th ere are alx mt 
25 Progressiv e Labor members at Harv ard.” Th e 
Progressiv e Labor Party is Matst-Red Ch inese 
oriented 
On April 10. 1969. th e Wash ington Post re­ 
ported: “About 200 ch anting students seized Har­ 
v ard Univ ersity 's main administration buikling 
to dramatize th eir demand for an end to th e ROTC 
program at th e Univ ersity 
Th e students forci­ 
bly ejected 
administration personnel, 
including 
th ree deans Univ ersity officials . . . warned th e 
demonstrators (at 4:30 p.m.) th at if th ey did not 
leav e Univ ersity Hall th ey would face prosecution 
on ch arges of criminal trespassing . . . ” 
Th ose two items tell th e sad story of th e as­ 
sault on th e American educational sy stem by 
Students for a Democratic Society and oth er would- 
be destroy ers of th is country ’s institutions. To 
th em may be added wh at Mike Klonsky , national 
secretary of SDS, said at a meeting of th e organi­ 
zation h eld at th e Univ ersity of Tex as last month : 
“ Our primary task is to build a Marx ist-Leninist 
rev olutionary mov ement 
Inv estigators knew th at an outbreak was being 
planned for Harv ard. Th ey knew wh at tlie “ issue” 
would be. Th ey knew wh o was beh ind it—and wh y . 
Harv ard auth orities finally called in more th an 400 
state and local policemen to q uell th e uprising. 
Wearing h emets. th e cops ch arged into th e stu­ 
dents with nigh t sticks. Nearly 200 students were 
arrested. Of th ese. 20 were bleeding from injuries. 


Univ ersity auth orities argue th at SDS. th e 
Rlack Panth er activ ists, and th e oth er destructiv e 
elements add up to only a tiny fraction of th e na­ 
tion's student population. But th is ignores th e ev i 
dencc of h istory . A h andful of Communists were 
able to ov erth row th e Kerensky regime, described 
by Lenin as th e “freest” in th e world. Oth ers note 
th at SDS is a loose coalition, of wh ich a probable 
majority are disorganized anarch ists. 
Th e trav ail of th e univ ersities and colleges is. 
h owev er, only a small part of th e problem. SDS 
may split, with th e anarch ists doing th eir useless 
th ing and th e organized “ Marx ist !y cninists” tak­ 
ing ov er the mov ement. It will th en be possible to 
say th at SDS h as become a fraction of a fraction. 
Th e activ ists with in SDS are not perturlx d. Th ey 
s(*e th episelv es as the cadres of a guerrilla mov e­ 
ment wh ich can be far more destructiv e th an all 
th e sit-ins. lock-ins. and oth er forms of New Left 
juv enilia. 
But SDS remains a recruiting ground lor th e 
h ard-core rev olutionists, th e big and small “ c” 
Communists. Already th ese activ ists are leav ing 
th e collegiate arena to infiltrate, as th e American 
Security Council h as spelled out. “social work, 
teach ing, neigh borh ood orgaruzating. and. indeed, 
into business and industry .” For th e most part, 
Americans tend to laugh away any talk about th e 
Communist penetration of th e business and indus- 
trial world. 
Until th ere is a realization of wh at is at stake 
among Americans, die New Left wil h av e a field 
day . How much can th is country ’ absorb? Affluence 
and self-satisfaction h av e stifled our responses. 
Th e academic community , babbling of student 
“righ ts.” offers little of th e leadersh ip wh ich 
sh ould bo th eirs.

Wh en we knuckle under 
to rioters wh o spit in th e face 
of auth ority we are being unfair 
to students wh o want to learn, 
to tax pay ers and alumni wh o 
support th ese sch ools, and to 
th e em battled faculty members 
and adm inistrators wh o wind up 
at th e mercy of rough necks.

If th e nation’s need for new 
h ousing is as acute as repre­ 
sented, and if th ese needs are 
to be met, it now appears con­ 
gressional action is essential on 
legislativ e 
proposals

fire in th e Congress. 
An amendm ent to th e Housing 
and Urban Dev elopment Act in­ 
troduced last session 
by Sen. 
Ph illip H art of Mich igan would 
req uire any h ousing financed 
eith er directly , or indirectly , by 
gov ernment loans to incorporate 
new’ tech nologies and m aterials. 
Anoth er 
bill 
by 
Sen. 
Strom 
Th urmond would prev ent build­ 
ing-trade unions from boy cot­ 
ting prefabricated units. Both 
measures were endorsed by th e 
nation’s independent business­ 
men v oting th rough th e National 
Federation of Independent Busi­ 
ness. 
In th e current session Sen. 
Edw ard Gurney of Florida h as 
before th e Congress a bill to 
outlaw 
all 
products 
boy cotts 
wh ich is in th is sam e general 
area. 


Th e urgency seems indicated 
by th e apparent fact th e nation 
is running sh ort of forest lands 
from wh ich tim ber can be cut. 
Recent action by th e adm inis­ 
tration to curtail gov ernm ent 
buy ing of lum ber and also pro­ 
v ide for more selectiv e logging 
in public-ow ned tim berlands h as 
apparently 
to 
some 
degree 
dampened th e runaway price 
spiral on lumber products, but 
th is remedy m ay be of sh ort 
duration. 


Many mem bers of th e federa­ 
tion engaged eith er as sm aller 
logging or milling operators as 
well as th ose in lum ber retailing 
ch arged th at ex ports of logs to 
Japan h av e created a h igh ly in­ 
flationary condition as Japanese 
interests bid more for th e logs 
th an is com mensurate with th e 
production of lum ber at reason­

In a communication to th e 
federation on th is situation J. 
Ph il Campbell, undersecretary 
of th e Department of Agricul­ 
ture, wh ich h as control ov er th e 
U.S.

unprocessed logs and 1.1 billion 
feet of lumber were ex ported, 
representing about four per cent 
of th e domestic consumption of 
soft wood lumber and ply wood.

Campbell states th at th e United 
States imports of softwood lum­ 
ber in 1968, principally from 
Canada, are estim ated at 5.5 
billion board feet, or 13 per cent 
of th e national supply .

w’h ich is strongly opposed by 
th e building-trades unions, and 
a large sh are of th e nation’# 
building codes reflect th is labor 
attitude.

y ears th ere h as been a growth 
in th e practice of tree planting 
for reforestation purposes, th ere 
would appear to be a substan­ 
tial q uestion as to wh eth er or 
not future supplies will be ade­ 
q uate to prov ide sufficient for­ 
est products to maintain a h igh 
lev el of th eir usage in construc­ 
tion. 


Obv iously ,

The Roth-Stone system devel­ 
oped by Alvin Roth and his old 
partner Tobias Stone possessed 
two basic features that set it 
apart from Standard American.

They would 
pas« hands in first or second 
seat that almost anyone else 
would open. The second was 
their unwillingness to open the 
bidding 
before 
partner

passed without a five-card suit. 
In other words, they did not 
open four-card majors. 
Of course, we seldom open 
four-card majors ourselves, but 
we don’t absolutely refuse to 
do so. We like our partners to 
assume that our opening major 
suit is at least five cards in 
length. 
In “ Modern Bridge Bidding 
Complete,” Roth sticks to his 
five-card majors but has re­ 
duced his minimum opening bid 
requirements to 14 Roth points, 
including at least 10 high-card 
points. The difference between 
a Roth point and a Goren or 
Jacoby point is that he adds 
one point for a six-card major 
and two points for a seven-card 
major, and the same one or 
two points for a good slx- or 
seven-card minor. 
Today’s South hand is an ex­ 
ample of the new Roth-Rubens 
minimum opening bid. South 
had 14 Roth points made up 
of 10 for high cards, three for 
the singleton and doubleton, and 
one extra for the sixth spade. 
North raises game and South 
has no trouble making 10 tricks, 
since he can trump his queen, 
seven and deuce of hearts in 
dummy. 
We made up the hands since 
the book only showed South. We 
chose them carefully. East and 
West each 
held 11 
high-card 
points. Neither has an opening 
bid so that if South does pass, 
the chances are that the hand 
will be passed out.
